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Boeing Superjet Program on Schedule 
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The Portlond Division's 747 flop Trock 
Program ploys on.intorgrol port In Boeing's 
plan lo roll-out the first Boeing 747 inter, 
continental suporjet transport September 30, 
1968. This plane will be the lorgest ond 
fostesr oirplcne ever designed for rommor- 
ciol sorvice. 

Portland Division's "on schedule" delivery 
of the first shipset of flop tracks wos mode 
possible by the coordinoted skills ond ef¬ 
forts of our employees, thereby ossuring 
Bocmg would make their scheduled roll-out 
date of September 30th. 

The advanced-design 747 will have a 
gross weight of 710,000 pounds, be 231 
feet, 4 inches long, with o wingspan of 
195 feet 8 inches. Its toil will rise more than 
63 feet above the ground—higher thon the 
overoge five-story building. 

The 747 will bo powered by four Pratt 
£ Whitney JT9D turbofan engines. Each 
engine will have 43,500 pounds of takeoff 
thrust—approximately twice the cower of 
the largest commercial je* engines in use 
today. Yet the plane is designed to be 
Quieter than current jet oirliners. 

The powerful new engines will enable 
the 747 to operate from any oir field 
which con occomodote present internotionoi- 
type aircraft, and will give it a speed of 


625 miles on hour, Tho supo'lot will oper- 
ote ol ronQos up to 6,000 milos. 

Posscngers will occupy o single-level cobin 
section nearly 20 feet wlde-seven feet 
wider thon current Boeing jetliners A vari¬ 
ety of scotine orrongements is possible, 
with two aisles running the longth of the 
aircraft. The extro-wide cobin ond double 
aisles will afford o levol of comfort ond 
spaciousness unmatched, in present interior 
occomodotions—os well os provide room 
for such innovations os lounges, theaters 
ond private passenger oreas. 

Passengers will board the superjet through 
five double-width doors on each side of the 
fuselage. The flight deck, with orronge¬ 
ments for o crew of three or four, will 
be on o level obove the main passenger 
cabin. On the some level behind the cock¬ 
pit will be spoce for additional private or 
speciol pcssenger accomodations. Possibili¬ 
ties for this upper deck comportment in- 
eludes o business office, o private stateroom 
with bed or even o spocious lounge. A 
circulor stoirwov will |Oin the upper level 
oreas with the moin passenger cobin below. 

In on all-corgo model, the 747 will carry 
28 cargo pollers, eoch 10 feet long, 8 fee; 
wide Ond 8 fee' high. Additional storoge 
will be available in lower-deck cargo com¬ 


portments in front of and behind the wing 
Tho 747‘s 100-ton corgo copocity will be 
more thon twice that of today's iet freight, 
ers.

The 
reoson port of your money goos there is 
simple. So Oregon men and women out ol 
the country, con get the holp they neod. 

Thoro ore some problems right hore In 
our Immediate orea that connot be antici¬ 
pated or prevented, ond they ore in greater 
numbers than might bo expocled. Thoro oro 


children that are born without heoring ond 
speech, ond some that are mentally re¬ 
tarded. There are others whose porents 
must work, ond they must be cared for. 
And there are still others who have neither 
parents, nor suitoble home, ond must be 
cored for. 

St. Mary's Home for Boys, the Portland 
Center for Hearing ond Speech, St. Martin 
Doy Nursery ond West Tualitin Doy Core, 
lnc„ ore o few of the services that per¬ 
forms these functions, thanks to UGN contri¬ 
butions. 

You con be sure your UGN contribution 
is well spent, no motter when, or how 
much you give. The problem is that services 
and needs continue from yeor to year, 
while the money does not. Contributions 
mode to the 1967 drivo hove been used 
last yoor, ond now onother contribution is 
needed if these services ore to continue. 

There is no doubt thot these services 
need *o be mointoined. How wcjl they are 
able to perform during the next year will 
depend on the contributions mode during 
tho current campaign. 

Your contribution to UGN was the best 
investment you mode lost year, because you 
not only helpod yourself, and modo your 
your community a better place to live, 
but you also helped o lot of other less 
fortunato people.

TROUT: The recent rainy spell broke oil 
existing records lor August rainfall. It hod 
its good points loo. The lokes which go 
into o summer slump in August ore re¬ 
vived about two weeks ahead of schedule. 
Loke lish have become active and less finicky 
about- whot they will hit. Hardware lures 
on a fairly fosi troll ore taking Rainbows 
is all the lokes in the Mount Hood oreo. 
With the usually windy conditions prevail¬ 
ing In late afternoon ond evening, fly sue- 
cess with foirly large flies either dry or 
wet is picking up. By mid-September, this 
octlvlty on the surface will be prevalent at 
midday. 

There soems to be no carryover fish from 
1967 in any of those lakes except perhaps 
Harriett, so don't expect anything over 14 
inchos. The lost Gome Commission plontings 
were of fairly small trout, few of them 
ovor nine Inches that I hovo seen. 

The heavy runoff from these rains has 
also raised the rivers ond that first dirty 
brown deluge of summer's accumulated 
dirt has been washod out of the streams 
With the lowering of the water levels, some 
good stroom fly fishing is on immediate 
prospect. 

SUMMER STEEIHEAD: ^Before they dosed 
tho 200 yd. radius around Tanner Creek 
in mid-August, this fishing was hot in the 
early morning hours. Many fish were hooked 
and played awhile, but few landed. Once 
they get out in that Columbia current, you 
con't hold thorn. But, boy, what a disploy 
of aerial acrobotics you got while you ao 
have them on. 

The lower Deschutes has a good run of 
Summer Steelios this year. Some mornings 
thoy hit. some they don’t On the days they 
do hit, they follow their usuol pattern. The 
first two hours after dawn and the lost two 
before night takes over are the times. You 
ore just wasting your time fishing for them 
during the day. 

OCEAN SALMON: Offshore Silvers around 
the mouths of all the Coast Rivers ore still 
plentiful. All the way from Sehire on the 
Olympic Peninsula to Gold Beach on our 
Southern Coast has been good all month. 
Once you locate the schools, you can (ill 
limits. Herring is king here. Prodicolly all 
the fish are being taken on them. 

SALMON IN THE RIVERS: There ore 
Solman scattered all uo and down the 
Columbia. A few nice Chinook are being 
token at Cascade Locks every day. No
